The  Dummer  Dramatic  Club  has 
at  last  become  a  reality.

A  tramp  who  has  spent  his 
life  battling  an  unkind  fate,  who  is 
cynical,  crafty,  and  hard  as  a  diam- 
ond, and  yet  has  a  strange  philoso- 
phical and  sentimental  streak  be- 
neath his  wordliness  is  the  chief 
character.  His  speeches  lend  humor, 
pathos,  and  an  intimate  knowledge  of 
human  nature  to  the  play.  An  i 
eighteen  year  old  kid,  desperately 
hungry  and  driven  on  by  the  scorn 
and  jeers  of  a  criminal  "pal"  to  com- 
mit a  crime  that  will  inevitably  land 
him  in  jail  furnishes  a  tragic  and 
pitiful  picture,  and  yet  a  picture  that 
is  true  to  the  life  of  that  huge  city, 
and  the  "cop,"  a  belligerent,  bullying 
Irishman  straight  from  the  "old  sod." 

Both  plays  are  interesting  and  both 
are  full  of  interesting  situations,  of 
humor,  and  of  life  in  two  entirely 
different  spheres.  They  are  well 
worth  the  small  price  charged  to  pay 
for  stage  equipment  and  royalties. 
Remember,  January  23rd  at  the  Lang 
gymnasium.  The  time  will  be  an- 
nounced  later.
